WASHINGTON. (UP). Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
disclosed that President Roosevelt 
had directed Acting Budget Direc- 
tor Bell to determine whether the 
corn, 
loan 
program 
could 
be 


financed within the budget. 


Morgenthau said that pending 


the results of Bell's study no deci- 
sion would be made on whether to 
proceed with the loan program. 
Morgenthau explained that the 
president wanted Bell to "take 
long enough to do an intelligent 
piece of work." 
Morgenthau declined to com- 
ment on suggestions that the in- 
creased deficit predicted lor the 
current fiscal year indicates the 
necessity of new taxes. 
"Do you agree with the presi- 
dent that the budget will be bal- 
anced in the next fiscal year?" he 
was asked. 
'U don't want to answer that 
question," he replied, adding a 
warning against placing a wrong 
construction on his reply. 
"Do you attribute the downward 
estimate of receipts this fiscal 
year to error on the part of your 
experts or to decreasing busi- 
, ness?" 
"I can say that there was no 
mistake," the secretary said, add- 
ing, "We've adjusted the esti- 
mates to business conditions." 
Morgenthau avoided answer to 
a, question whether the treasury 
was engaged in a study of a future 
silver program.

Hana, diminutive victim of the 
holdup, told the jury that he could 
not describe any of the robbers 
"very well."

Falls to Franco. 


IRUN, Spain. UP}. Generalissimo 


Franco named a national council 
modeled after Italy's fascist grand 
council to help him govern. 
Announcement that the decree 
had been signed, naming the coun- 
cil, was broadcast by the insurgent 
state party along with first official 
reports of the fall of the northern 
seaport. 
Filar Prlmo de Rivera, daughter 
of the one time dictator under the 
ousted King Alfonso, was among 
those named to the council, a step 
toward creayon of a civil govern- 
ment under Franco's dictatorship 
— (he now controls about two- 
thirds of Spain). 
H E N D A Y E, Franco-Spanish 
Frontier. 
(UP). The nationalist 
l e g i o n s 
under Generalissimo 
Franco marched victoriously into 
Gijon Thursday and hoisted the 
red and gold flag of the monarchy. 
The military commanders of the 
city, the last important loyalist 
seaport in northwest Spain, were 
reported to have voluntarily sur- 
rendered. 
The city, crowded with 130,000 
half starved refugees and thou- 
sands of retreating loyalist sol- 
diers, would have faced destruction 
had it not surrendered. 
Almost every avenue of escape 
had been cut off by the nationalist 
army. 
The nationalists closed in 
from the east and south while in. 
surgent warships blocked escape 
by way of the sea. 
Faced with annihilation, the loy- 
alist commanders sent emissaries 
to the nationalist lines and an- 
nounced that the city was prepared 
to surrender unconditionally.

He dangled from the wire several 
minutes and fell to the pavement 
just as firemen arrived with an 
aerial truck. Police said Douglas 
Kennedy, 24, 1624 No. 62nd, found 
the man hanging on the wire and 
called headquarters. The wire is 
about 35 feet from the ground. 
Dr. Speier said he did not find 
any evidence of burns from Wors- 
ter's contact with the live wire. 
He said severe fracture of the 
youth's foot seemed to indicate 
he landed on it when finally drop- 
ping from the wire Worster has 
numerous cuts and bruises about 
the head and shoulder, it was also 
reported.

State Assistance Director Van- 
demoer reported recipients of the 
three types of aid—the aged, de- 
pendent children, and the blind— 
received a total of $447,668 in 
September, or $558 ICHH than in 
the previous month. 


The decline was due, he said, 
primarily to a drop from 25,805 to 
25,724 in the number of old age 
assistance payments, 
occasioned 


by the state and county "rechecks1 
to weed out ineligibles. Average 
grants for the aged decreased from 
$13.64 to $13.62, while those for 
dependent children and the blind 
roso from $8.49 to $8.63 and from 
$18.70 to $18.76 per individual 
respectively. 
The number of blind payments 


remained constant at 560, but the 
dependent children grants 
rose 


from 4.201 to 4,208. Total obliga

$1,112,675 GAS TAX 


Can Be Brawn Upon to In- 


crease Winter State

State 
Treasurer 
Jensen an- 
nounced Thursday that ho would 
not appeal from the writ of man- 
damus sued for by the attorney 
general, a suit which released 
(1,112,675 of state assistance funds 
in the state treasury. The money 
will be available as soon as the 
district court overrules the treas- 
urer's motion for a new trial which

The money can now 
be drawn upon by the board of 
control to carry out a contemplated 
increase of 19 percent in state as- 
sistance allotments to the counties. 
The state treasurer made the

Increased Holiday Demand 


for Birds Predicted. - 


"Old 
Man Gobbler," the bird 
around which Thanksgiving and 
:he holidays traditionally 
form, 
Thursday was the center of attrac- 
tion of rural Nebraska as the an- 
nual turkey grading two day ses- 
sion got underway at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska college of agri- 
culture. The "turkey talk" brought 
out the realization that the holi- 
days are not far distant. 
Optimism, on every hand was 
apparent as the grading school 
sessions got underway. A steadier 
market than one year ago, de- 
creased supplies, better turkeys 
and an improved storage situation 
were factors contributing to the 
optimism. Growers, dealers, dis- 
tributors and even some consum- 
ers were in the crowd. 
J. R. Redditt, extension poultry- 
nian, presided over the morning 
session held in the meat labora- 
tory. The "lab" resembled a tur- 
key dressing plant with several 
birds being graded, killed, and 
dressed as a part of the demon- 
stration conducted by J. H. Clay- 
baugh, extension poultryman at 
the college. 
It was H. P. Griffin of the 
Northwestern Turkey 
Growers' 
association who sounded the opti- 
mistic note of the morning session 
in talking about the market situa- 
tion. Growers, he said, should re- 
ceive from 30 to 32 cents in New 
York for top turkeys. The only 
cloud in the outlook is the possi- 
bility that there may be a big rush 
to get birds on the market early 
which would tend to break prices. 
"Many growers tho are planning 
on 
marketing 
their 
hens 
at 
Thanksgiving 
and saving 
their 
toms for the Christmas market," 
Griffin said. "The cold storage sit- 
uation has cleared a great deal 
since February when there were 
40 million pounds of turkeys in 
storage. Now there are less than 
8 million pounds there." 
Despite the fact that the TJ. S, 
government turkey report shows 
only a 10 percent decrease in num- 
bers thruout the country, Griffin 
said there has been a 30 percenl 
decrease in the northwestern area 
In Nebraska, it was estimated 
that numbers in comparison to last 
year are down 30 percent. The 
decreased nurpbers tho should re- 
act in better turkeys being put on 
the market 
by the 
more ex- 
perienced growers, he said. 


H. T.I. Shrader, extension pouV 
Iryman with the U. S. department 
of agriculture, told of modern 
trends in turkey production. 
Shrader briefly spoke of a tur- 
key ..breeding project which Js now 
underway at the Beltsville, Md. 
experiment station of the U. S, 
department of agriculture. The 
project hopes to develop a "baby 
beef" type of turkey and one 
which is blockior and has more 
flesh on the breast. 
Prof. F. E. Muashel, chairman of 
the poultry department at the col- 
lege, and Dr. H. C. Filley, chair- 
man of the rural economics de- 
partment, were also on the pro- 
gram.

A, B, C experience will be a factor 
In influencing the widespread con- 
sumer movements into a construc- 
tive rather than a destructive 
channel." 


Dr. George Gallup, head of the 


Institute of Public Opinion, said 
the advertiser of tomorrow will 
Insist upon knowing how many 
of the newspaper's potential read- 
ers he can normally expect to 
reach.

Bufflce, he said. 


Dr. Gallup expressed the opinion 
the "actual1* circulation which is 
now delivered to the typical adver- 
tiser could be doubled by news- 
papers at virtually no additional 
expense.

find them. Bank failures had in- 
duced him to keep his cash to him- 
self. 


The will was successfully con- 


tested by 22 nephews and nieces, 
who testified to various peculiari- 
ties, including an aversion to girls, 
fear of storms and disinclination 
to meet strangers. The attorneys 
insist that the testimony did not 
support either charge, that Kajew- 
skI waa emphatic in saying he 
wanted his money to stay in West 
Point, and that he did not want 
his estate to go to relatives, only 
one of whom showed up at his 
funeral. They reside in widely scat- 
tered states.

THREE DAY PANIC. 


The prompt recovery of th? 


stock market with the biggest ad- 
vance since March 1933. an up- 
ward march that virtually wipes 
out losses, does not mean that we 
can promptly dismiss the whole 
affair from our minds without an- 
other thought. The fact that the 
country does have Confidence, that 
another depression does not lurk 
just around the shadow of a stock 
market decline, is some consola- 
tion. But we have failed to realize 
the significance of the market 
slump if we dismiss the matter 
without gaining more information 
from it. 


The prompt recovery of the 


market has implications fully as 
significant as the prompt arrival 
ot a depression would have been. 
When it is said that the market 
recovery wiped out losses, the 
statement refers to relative posi- 
tions of stocks on the board. 
It 


does not mean that losses were not 
suffered. The fact is that the spec- 
ulators who were driven to the 
end of their rope and forced to re- 
linquish their stockd paid for the 
fireworks on the New York mar- 
ket. 


Considering the matter in its 


wider aspects, there was nothing 
in the situation of the country on 
Monday and Wednesday to war- 
rant what happened. The national 
situation was much the same. Yet 
on Monday stocks dropped from 1 
to 10 points. 
On Tuesday there 


was no change in the general sit- 
uation, and stocks dropped as 
much aa 10 points during the early 
trading, and still without any 
change in the economic factors 
which affect the earnings and 
values of stocks, the market began 
an upward sweep the same day. 
A slight recovery might have been 
expected since in the rush to dump 
stocks, prices often sweep beyond 
points merited by conditions. 


But what happened Wednesday? 


Had stability been reached at ap- 
proximately the point of the Tues- 
day opening? Nothing of the kind. 
Prices boomed right back up to 
approximately their Monday morn- 
ing opening.! 


What then, does all this mean ? 


Certainly not that the people lack 
confidence or that we have not 
achieved a degree of prosperity. 
Then why should thousands of per- 
sons suffer losses when, panic 
stricken or at the end of their re- 
sources, they dumped stocks on a 
slumping market? 


The very least this, three day 


market adventure can mean is 
that the market is still buildec] on 
sand, that prices are far in ad- 
vance of prosperity and that some 
steps roust be taken which will 
serve further to temper the wild 
rages of the stock exchange. 


CORN LOANS. 


Appeals for corn loans to sta- 


bilize the price of corn and keep 
the bumper crop in considerable 
sections of the country from beat- 
ing the price down, have gone to 
the president, and he has indicated 
interest in 
the proposition, 
to- 


gether with a distinct degree of 
hesitancy. 
The president is wor- 


ried over the state of the federal 
budget. 
He 
indicated fear 
that 


loans of this sort might be more 
than the budget would stand. 


Secy. Wallace, however, showed 


no hesitancy in giving his endoi se- 
men t to the 
proposition. Crop 


loans have 
worked 
with 
more 


success than any other form of 
crop control or farm aid. 
The 


crop loan scheme is simple and 
workable. It does not require the 
services of an enormous organiza- 
tion. There is no coercion on the 
part of the government. 
And in 


previous tests the plan has worked 
with admirable results and with a 
minimum of cost to the govern- 
ment 


It is not at all unlikely that the 


president will accept the Wallace 
recommendation. 
His * hesitancy 


because of the state of the budget 
Is designed to show that he is con- 
cerning himself with government 
finances, 
giving 
them 
careful 


scrutiny. He is also tiying to keep 
farm 
demands for 
loans at 
a 


modest level. 


The point on which proponents 


of the plan and officials will find 
the most difficulty in agreeing is 
the amount per bushel that 
the 


government should loan. President 
O'Neal of the farm bureau fed- 
eration wants at least 60 cents a 
bushel. 
This figure represents 75 


percent of the parity price of 84 
cents. 
The 
parity price ia com- 


puted from the buying power of 
corn money in non-agricultural 
products on 
the 
prewar 
basis. 


Sixty cents is the current market 
price. 


Secy, Wallace has indicated that 


ho would favor a loan of 46 cents, 
arguing that this figuie would be 
comparable to 
the 9 cent 
loan 


price fixed on cotton. 
Between 46 


nnd <i(> cents is n considerable g . 
If onr side or the other will give 
Around, or perhnpa both 
a 
lonn 


scheme may bo \\nrked out. 


The startling thing about the 


whole *ituation U that th« ad- 
ministration continue* to toy with 
schemes for the regimentation ot 
farm and business 
when such 


simple and workable voluntary de- 
vices as the loan scheme have been 
tested and might be applied gen- 
erally and consistently. 


A SELFISH MOVEMENT. 


The consumers' strike in New 


York City and the attempt to 
spread it to other cities, directed 
at the present prices of beef, is a 
direct assault upon the principal 
industry ot Nebraska, that of meat 
production. Cattle growers, as ex- 
perts at the college of agriculture 
point out, have not grown rich at 
the business. Cattle feeder* cer- 
tainly have not, as the records 
show. At the present time cattle 
are bringing prices that represent 
a larger profit to growers and 
feeders than in a number of years, 
but those who are protesting those 
prices fail to remember the many 
lean years that the industry has 
suffered. 


The farmer is asked to rejoice — 


and he usually does — at the in- 
crease in wages for workers be- 
cause that means a larger demand 
for his products, principally meat. 
He has a right to feel aggrieved, 
however, when the workers who 
created the demand that caused a 
rise in prices of meat, start to or- 
ganize boycotts to prevent him 
from sharing in the new prosper- 
ity of the nation. 


The irony of it lies in the fact 


that if the farmer is prevented by 
refusals to buy his products at a 
profitable price, under the new 
deal economy he, must seek \ sub- 
sidies from the government, these 
subsidies being paid indirectly, in 
large part, out of the pockets of 
the workers. It would seern the 
part of wisdom on the part of 
workers to show a preference for 
aaying the subsidy in meat prices 
rather than in cash out of his 
pocket in the form of higher prices 
for other goods. 


That there has been a rise, ap- 


proximately 50 percent, in the 
price of meat in the rtaat five 
years, is true, but the farmer is 
paying1 more for what he has to 
buy, largely because workers get 
better pay. There is -no answer 
save that lodged in short-sighted 
selfishness, to the argument that 
labor should be willing1 to pay 
higher prices for food if thereby 
there is created a better market 
for "its own products. 


The boycott will not materially 


affect prices, because drouth has 
caused a shortage in the meat sup- 
ply, and the marketing of grain 
fed cattle will continue at .about 
the present rat? for the remainder 
of the. year. The boycotters might 
well call off their drive; the num- 
ber of cattle now on feed and 
which will be marketed next year 
is greatly increased, and that 
means materially lower price's next 
year. 
They should be unselfish 


enough to allow the farmer a brief 
sojourn al the high price counter. 


FOOTNOTES. 


A few years ago, in an article 


in the Des Moines Register atten- 
tion was called 
to the 
position 


taken by Theodore Roosevelt on 
the maintenance of peace when in 
1910 Roosevelt went to Christiania 
to receive the Nobel peace prize. 


Here are some of the direct quo- 


tations from that Theodore Roose- 
velt speech: 


"I feel that I have the right to 


have my 
words 
taken seriously 


when I point out where, 
in-my 


judgment, great advance can be 
made in the 
cause 
of universal 


peace. I ask other nations to do 
only what I should be glad to have 
my own nation do. ... 


"It would be a master stroke if 


those great powers honestly bent 
on peace would form a League of 
Peace, not only to keep the peace 
among themselves, but to prevent 
by force if necessary, 
its 
being 


broken by others.... 


"The ruler or statesman who 


should bring about such a com- 
bination would have earned his 
place in history for all time and 
his title to the gratitude of all 
mankind. .. . 


"It must always be kept in mind, 


however, that we cannot expect 
the nation against whose actions 
we protest to accept our position 
as warranted, unless we make it 
clear that we have both the will 
and the power to interfere on be- 
half of that nation if in its turn 
it is oppressed.... 
\ 


MORE OK LESS PEBgQNAL. 
Discussing pump irrigation in 
Nebraska, W. R. McGeachen of 
he Iowa-Nebraska company, who 
las made a study of the subject, 
says that 10 or 20 years ago the 
utilities were looking for a market 
for electric energy during the sum- 
mer. At that time the winter load 
greatly exceeded the summer peak 
md experimental irrigation pump- 
ng projects were encouraged. It 
was discovered that the need for 
jump irrigation occurred usually 
during the months of July and 
August. Whatever investment was 
made was idle nine or ten months 
out of the year. This meant that 
t was not feasible to make long 
Ine extensions in order to supply 
rrigators. 


The load characteristics of all 
utilities began to change eight or 
.en years ago when electric refrig- 
erators came into use. During re- 
cent years the power loackfor air 
conditioning, ventilating, cream- 
eries, cold storage plants and other 
industries has reversed the peak 
Load situation so that now it comes 
in the summer and not in the win- 
ter. 
This means that when irri- 
gators want water most,the power 
companies are carrying their peak 
oads. That discourages a special 
rate for irrigators. 
The change 
n peak load conditions means that 
tractors are now the economical 
source of power for 
irrigation 
plants. These have been "greatly 
improved in durability and relia- 
bility in that they can operate as 
stationary 
engines continuously 
without damage. The late models 
operate very efficiently on low cost 
fuel. 


"The great civilized nations of 


the world which do possess force, 
actual or immediately potential, 
should combine by solemn agree- 
ment in a great world league for 
the peace of righteousness.,.. 


"The effective power of civiliza- 


tion must be put back of civiliza- 
tion's collective purpose to secure 
reasonable justice between nation 
and nation . . .

by means of electric power. How- 
ever, what he says about the de- 
sire of utilities for a greater sum- 
mer load might not apply to Ne- 
Draska power districts, which will 
be combing the market from now 
on for more customers. 


When F. A. Good was enacting 
the role in private .life of "a 
watchful citizen," he was critical 
of public expenditures and the way 
in which government affairs were 
conducted. Now comes news that 
he has resigned as representative 
of Nebraska on boards that hear 
applications of truckers for inter- 
state permits, giving1 as his rea- 
son that he understood he was to 
be paid 5 cents a mile for traveling 
expenses, only to have the fed- 
eral government turn down 
his 
claim on the ground that he was 
using his wife's car. 


The Omaha street railway com- 
pany appears to have disposed of 
the drive to induce capital to in- 
vest in competitive bus lines. The 
city council waa willing, and for 
a time two groups of men sought 
bus franchises. The railway com- 
mission has the last word, and it 
blocked one effort backed by the 
city administration to put up bus 
competition largely because it was 
proposed to duplicate street car 
service instead of opening up, new 
territory. The tram company then 
put on buses held to be needed, and 
are now adding three new bus 
lines. Two of these are operated 
only during the peak load period 
and act as feeders to existing car 
and bus lines.

While former

Landon 


made an interesting and rather 
persuasive speech of the negative 
variety—proving that the new 
deal and President Roosevelt have 
made mistake*—there was little, 
If anything, of constructively af- 
firmative value in the utterance 
by the standard bearer of the re- 
publican party. 


The republican spokesmen are 
•till clinging to the notion that all 
that is necessary to dislodge the 
democrats from power is to call 
attention to their errors. If Mr. 
Landon'8 address was listened to 
by the 17,000,000 who voted, as he 
said,, for the republican cause last 
autumn, then it would seem super- 
fluous to tell them over again why 
the democratic cause is objection- 
able. 
" 


There may be pretty 
general 
agreement among republicans, in 
fact an almost unanimous opinion, 
that Mr. Roosevelt has violated 
the spirit and the letter of consti- 
tutional government In America, 
and many of the 7,000,000 inde- 
pendent voters who hold the bal- 
ance of power and who voted for 
Mr. Roosevelt last time may be 
now. in the mood to agree also, but 
this does not mean that the same 
independent voters are ready to 
accept a 
republican 
candidate 
without a program or a republican 
party 
without a fundamentally 
sincere and practical 'formula for 
restoring to the average man the 
job he once held or the standard 
of- living he once enjoyed. 


Republicans Only Criticize. 


The republicans who could boast 
about the high wage levels that 
prevailed during their years of in- 
cumbency, are 
not 
telling 
the 
voters how those levels now may 
he attained or how the unemploy- 
ment problem can be solved. There 
is, in fact, no inclination yet in 
republican circles to. do anything 
but criticize 
the 
administration 
and .to repeat that criticism in 
more and more vehement terms 
as the. new deal drifts on thru a 
staggering load of debt and a 
calri^ indifference to the needs of 
the 'business situation. 
A sort of deterioration has en- 


tered the domain of politics in re- 
cent years, and the democrats are 
no't better than the republicans. 
The administration and its spokes- 
men resort, almost constantly to 
name, calling or, the imputing of 
bad motives to their opponents. 
The republicans simply repeat that 
the new deal is bent on destroying 
America. 
Perhaps the political leaders are 
taking their cue from the state- 
ment made a few years ago that 
the avex-age mentality of the radio 
listener was about 12 years of age 
or less. 
Undoubtedly radio has 


tended to icause otherwise • intelli- 
gent leaders to affect some kind 
of an artificial expression which 
talks down to the people or seeks 
to appeal only to their emotions 
or. sense of indignation. 
The 7,000,000 independent voters 
who helped to elect Mr. Roosevelt 
because they thought he was a 
better bet than Mr. Landon might, 
for purposes of appraisal, be as- 
aumed to be different from 
the 


k 20,000,000 who 
received direct 
benefits from the new deal. But 
the 
7,000,000,, considered them- 
selves liberals, or at least believed, 
-rightly or 
wrongly, 
that 
Mr. 
Roosevelt would be a better presi- 
dent and more conservative in his 
second term than in his first. But 
they believed also that Mr. Roose- 
velt was going in the right direc- 
tion. 


Not Ready to Reward Critics. 
Today such an 
independent 


group may thinlc Mr. Roosevelt is 
overshooting the mark, but they 
tiro not yet ready to turn over the 
immense powers of the federal 
government to those who merely 
criticize. 
The most constructive sugges- 


tion that has come out of the re- 
publican ranks—inadequate tho it 
be—is that the entity called the 
republican party have a midterm 
convention 
anil 
at least 
sae 
whether it can agree 
on some 
basic principles. But this Idea has 
been bandied about and frowned 
upon by the politicians as too 
rislcy. Certainly it is risky to take 
a position and be positive if your 
philosophy in life 
is to be all 
things to all people. It was risky 
in the 
Cleveland 
convention of 


1936 
to strike out forthrightly in- 
stead of accepting weak compro- 
mises. It is risky to delve into nil 
the major problems of the day and 
attempt n solution, but a party 
that doesn't care to use the intel- 
lectual approach and moulds its 
course to meet the lowest common

October a Good Month, Says 


University Forester in 


Bulletin 


Clayton W Watkins extension 


forester at the Untveislty o£ Ne- 
braSKa, has prepared a buef bul- 
letin in which he says that Octo- 
ber is an important month for 
watering trees, inasmuch as this 
is about the la'cet that it can be 
done 
May is a good time, he 


points out since the ti ee is be- 
ginning to come to life and Is in 
need of plenty pf moisture Equally 
important aa a month when trees 
in Nebraska need aitificial water 
ing- is July, which generally is 
about the middle of our hot, dry 
season 
Watkins 
recommenda- 


tions aie as follows 


Make a series of holes 
with 


spade or post hole auger 18 to 30 
inches deep around the ti ee di- 
rectly under 
the ends 
of 
its 


branches 
Connect these 
holes 
with small surface ditches and ad 
just the hose so that it will keep 
all holes level full for 10 or 12 
hours 
One such watering 
will 
soak the soil which supports the 
major portion of feeder roots, to a 
depth of 7 or 8 feet 


Terraces, diversion ditches and 


various types of holding basins are 
helpful in getting both natural and 
artificial water into the soil around 
trees 
The larger the volume of 


water on the surface or in holes 
the more rapidly it will penetrate 
into the soil 
Ten pounds of well- 


rotted manure or two pounds of 
nitrogen fertilizer for one largg 
tree can be applied thru these 
holes once each year 
The holes 


can be filled with coarse gravel 
and maintained for permanent 
watering and ieeding 


Hole Best Method 


Surface spiinklihg, with an at 


tachment that throws a heavy 
spray for from 36 to 48 hours in 
one spot will furnish subsoil water 
for trees 
This will require more 


water and the loss thru evapoia 
tion is milch greater than with 
the hole method To test the depth 
of penetration a heavy wire or 
small rod can be easily pushed 
into the ground to the depth that 
water has soaked 


If a tree is to be planted where 


an old tree has died, says Watkins 
the old tree should be dug out in 
the fall and the hole left open for 
a thoro soaking of the soil to a 
depth of at least 12 feet before 
freezing Veather 
Add to this soil 


moisture supply by another1 soak- 
ing a few weeks preceding spring 
planting 
This procedure will re 
suit in deeper root penetration and 
a more drouth resistant tree.

REACH POTATO AGREEMENT 
Inspection Fee in Nebraska 


Raised to $3.50 a Car. 


Louis Buchholz, etate agrricul- 


:ure director, said an agreement 
has been reached between the fed- 
eral government, the state, and 
Nebraska potato producers for an 
ncrease in the potato1 Inspection 
fee to ' assure better grades for 
public consumption. 
The new fee, effective Immedi- 
ately in the nine principal pro- 
ducing counties of western Ne- 
braska, is $3.50 per freight car- 
oad. Heretofore, the rate paid by 
the producer was J2.50 a carload 
of which $1.50 went to the in- 
spector, and 50 cents each to the 
state and federal departments of 
agriculture. 
Under the new arrangement, the 
inspector will receive $2, the'Ne- 
braska Potato Improvement as- 
sociation 50 cents and the state 
and federal agencies the same as 
before. Final sanction to the plan 
was given Wednesday, Buchholz 
said, by E. F. McKune of Denver 
and E. E. Conklin of Chicago, 
representatives of the U. S. agri- 
culture department at a conference 
with state officials. 
"It is purely voluntary on the 
part of the growers," the state 
director asserted. "At the recent 
marketing agreement meeting in 
Chicago, it was brought out that 
the Nebraska fee was insufficient 
to give adequate inspections, es- 
pecially 
when 
compared 
with 


charges made in other states. The 
increased 
inspection fee should 
result in a more thoro culling out 
of the lower grade potatoes, with 
the result that the consuming pub- 
lic will have a better grade and 
the growers will receive better 
prices."

outmoded economic ideals. "We 
are at the dawn of a new era." he 
said, "we can produce things but 
our economic system is left over 
from the day of Lh4 oxcart."

Autumn 


Meals

WE FIND that a cold main dish 
or dessert lends interest to autumn 
meals. For instance, a nice jellied 
meat loaf makes a nice meal, lead- 
ing off with cream vegetable soup, 
a salad with the loaf, and nice pip- 
ing-hot apple dumplings for des- 
sert. 
A pound chopped meat, a can 
tomato 
soup, 
two 
tablespoons 


chopped 
onion, 
two 
teaspoons 
minced parsley, one-half tablespoon 
green pepper, one and one-half tea- 
spoons salt, one-half teaspoon pep- 
per, cup of water and one and one- 
half tablespoons gelatin dissolved 
in three tablespons cold water will 
make a loaf big enough for six 
servings. Mix all ingredients ex- 
cept gelatin and cold water. Put 
into a pound coffee tin or other cov- 
ered container and steam in covered 
pot using enough water to fill to 
about two inches from the bottom. 
After water comes to boil, turn 
heat to low and steam for about 
one and one-half hours. Pour off 
liquid, add gelatin, which has been 
soaked in cold water and, when 
melted, add three or four ice cubes 
to make the fat harden, then re- 
move it. Add enough extra water 
to make two cups of liquid, mix the 
meat and return to the coffee con- 
tainer or a decorative mold and 
chill until jellied. Unmold and serve 
with a garnish of sliced tomato and 
sliced green pepper. 


Tasty Plum Whip 


A plum whip with a custard 


sauce makes a nice dessert for a 
heavier type meal, and is especially 
nice for a party. The ingredients 
given here will yield about 10 serv- 
ings. Half cup cold water,.one and 
one-half cups plum j'uice, two cups 
cooked or canned plum pulp, one- 
third cup lemon j'uice, one-half cup 
sugar, one-quarter teaspoon salt, 
four egg whites and two table- 
spoons gelatin will make the whip. 
Soak gelatin in cold water, add to 
hot plum juice, sugar and salt and 
stir until gelatin is dissolved. Add 
plums which have been put through 
a strainer, and lemon juice. Chill 
in automatic refrigerator, and when 
mixture begins to thicken, fold in 
stiffly-beaten 
egg- "Whites. 
Turn 


into a mold or individual serving- 
dishes. When firm, unmold and 
serve with whipped cream, or this 
very delicious custard sauce, which 
needs four egg yolks, one-quarter 
cup sugar, one-quarter teaspoon 
salt, two cups milk and vanilla. 
Beat egg yolks slightly, add sugar, 
salt and milk. Cook over water, 
stirring frequently until a heavy 
coating forms on the spoon. Re- 
move from heat, place over cold 
water, add vanilla and serve very 
cold. 


Frosted Orange Cookies 


What about a batch of frosted 
orange cookies. The ingredients 
given will yield 36. They are, one- 
quarter cup butter, one-half cup 
sugar, one egg, one and one-quarter 
cups cake flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder and three table- 
spoons orange juice. Cream butter, 
add sugar, a little flour, then the 
egg which has been well beaten. 
Sift the rest of the flour with the 
baking powder and add alternately 
with the orange juice. Chill in a 
bowl in the refrigerator. To bake, 
measure a large teaspoonful or roll 
in balls about three-quarters inch in 
diameter, place on a well-buttered 
baking sheet and bake in 400 F. 
oven for seven minutes. Frost 
cookies while they are hot. To 
make frosting, you'll need three- 
quarters cup pulverized sugar, one 
teaspoon grated orange peel and 
one-quarter cup orange juice. 


Suggestion for Ice Cream 


A wafer biscuit, placed on the 


plate before ice cream is put on, 
will prevent the ice from melting 
quickly or slipping about on the 
dish.

To Curb Erysipelas 


Infection of Skin May Spread Over Body if 


It's Neglected, Copeland Warns

ERYSIPELAS IS an annoying 


and sometimes dangerous infection 
of the skin. It is not a new disease 
by any means, having been known 
for many centuries. The ancients 
used to call it "St. Anthony's fire". 
Under some circumstances, the se- 
verity of the attack and the rapid- 
ity with which the disease spreads 
from one person to another are 
quite remarkable. 
The germs of the disease enter 


the skin through an abrasion, a 
tear or the bruised tissues caused 
by a contusion. As a rule the in- 
fection is confined to the face, but 
any portion of the body may be in- 
volved. 
As I have indicated, the disease 


is highly contagious or infectious; 
for tills reason the patient must be 
separated at once from other mem- 
bers of the family. It ia only by 
means of rigid quarantine that ery- 
sipelas c»m be controlled and kept 
from spreading to others. 


May Cause Fever 


The victim of erysipelas first has 


a chill, and this is soon followed by 
high fever. For 24 hours the suf- 
ferer may believe he has no more 
than a hard cold. But within a 
short time the characteristic skin 
rash appears. The area becomes 
red and swollen. Blisters form in 
the reddened region and, as the in- 
flammation spreads to the adjoining- 
normal skin, more blisters form. 
The surface becomes hot and itches. 
This eruption lasts for about four 


days, v. when the involved patch be- 
gins to clear. 
Unfortunately, un- 


less the disease is closely followed 
and kept under control, it will 
spread to other parts of the body. 
Occasionally the infection reaches 
the deep tissues, and gangrene may 
result. 
In the serious type of erysipelas, 


the germs may actually enter the 
blood stream and cause general 
blood poisoning. This disease is 
particularly dangerous for one who 
is in a weakened condition and poor 
health. 


Treated With Serum - 


For ages little was known about 


the control and management of the 
disease. 
All sorts and forms of 
treatment were advised, but they 
were unsatisfactory. I am glad to 
say that within recent years sev- 
eral new forms of treatment have
